Water was slowly receding Tuesday 
from the streets and yards in sections of _ 
Sunny Shores Mobile Home Park, 
located next to a spring-feed lake (Sun 
‘n Fun) on Interstate 270 and old 
Highway 66 (West Chain of Rocks 
Road). Water has surrounded some 
mobile homes there since Christmas 
Eye. ° 

Mark and Tina Sanchez, park 
residents, were forced to leave their 
Mobile home after heavy rains began 
last week. They were afraid the family 
car might stall plowing through the 
‘park’s water-logged streets, should 
their ill child needed medical 
assistance. 

“The flood started Thursday and the 
lake started to back up,” explained 
Sanchez, who lives in the private park, 
which offers facilities to about, 120 
mobile home owners. He had just 
returned from visiting his home and 
found water lapping at the top of his 12- 
inch boots in the streets. 

“I'm pretty nervous about it. It isn’t a 
very pleasant thing to see water in your 
yard,” commented another resident, 
who wished not to be identified. Others, 
within close proximity of the lake, saw 
fish swimming in their yards. 

Although mobile homes have the ad- 
vantage of sitting well above ground 
level, Sanchez said, it appeared some 
low-mounted air conditioners were sit- 
ting in wet pools. Sharon Yust, who 
owns the park with her husband 
Lawrence, said there was no water in 
any of the homes. One resident 

' 


estimated about 10 homes were com- 
pleted surrounded by water and 
another 40 were affected by the flood. 
For some, the timing of the flooding 
was particularly inopportune. One 
family with small children was sharing 
its quarters with discarded Christmas 
boxes and wrappings and quickly ripen- 
ing garbage. ‘We're surrounded, by

The mobile home park lies in a low 
area partially created when dirt was 
taken to build the four-lane interstate. 
The resulting ‘borrow pit’’ left a lake, 
to which engineers channeled a pipe to 
drain fields across 1-270. Later, the 
mobile home park was developed. Mrs. 
Yust said the water flows at a tremen- 
dous rate of speed from that pipe.

A 
spokesman for the group which obtain- 
ed the meeting place said Tuesday the 
meeting is intended for ‘“‘all Granite Ci- 
ty school district taxpayers.” 

The Board of Education on Jan. 4 will 
set the date for a public hearing on pro 
posed school consolidations and pro- 


ram cutbacks. The cuts are intended 
lo reduce overall costs in the $29 million 


yearly school budget; whatever 


Loan assures steel 
_ firm to open here

Approval of a low interest loan from 
the Illinois Industrial Development 
Authority crossed the final hurdle and 
assured that Shasta Illinois Inc., a steel 
bar processing firm, will locate within a 
month in the former Laclede Steel Co., 
67,000-square-foot building on 
Washington Avenue near Race Street in 
Madison. 

The company initially will employ 
about 10 persons, but eventually hopes 
to provide jobs for about 75 persons. All 
employees will be from the Quad-City 
area, according to Alan Richardson, ex- 
ecutive director of the Tri-Cities Area 
Chamber ,of Commerce, who worked 
with the company.in assuring funding. 


Word was received yesterday by 
State Sen. Sam Vadalabene (D- 
Edwardsville) that the Illinois In. 
dustrial Development Authority (IIDA) 
approved $125,000 in low-interest loans 
to help buy equipment for the new com- 
pany, which is not related to Shasta 
Bottling Co. 

After reading the letter from Lee Roy 
Brandon, general manager of IIDA, an- 
nouncing the loan approval, Sen. 
Vadalabene told the Press-Record, “A 
lot of work went into this project. It 
should be a good thing for the entire 
area and should help the unemploy- 
ment situation.”’ 2 

Brandon told the Press-Record that 
the IIDA loans carry an interest rate

Tips for surviving celebration 


What is New Year's Eve without par- 
tying? And what’s a holiday party 
without traditional drinks like egg nog, 
wassail, hot toddies and hot buttered 
rum? . 

Probably a little safer, according to 
these thoughts from the Illinois Op- 
tometric Association (IOA), which isn’t 
advocating a return to Prohibition, but 
rather an awareness of how alcohol af- 
fects one’s vision, especially while driv- 
ing. 

We also include some “sobering”? 
words from a University of Illinois 
researcher, who warns that the ‘‘cure”’ 
for that New Year's Day hangover has 
not yet been invented. The result might 
help lead to a happier holiday for al? 

According to Dr. Paul Randolph, an 
optometrist and President of the IOA, a 
professional organization of 1,000 op- 
tometrists, alcohol plays serious games 
with one's vision. It affects the ability to

Because alcoliol reduces the supply of 
oxygen in the bloodstream (as does 
smoking), it also disturbs the parts of 
the eye which send the image from the 
back of the eye to the brain 

A driver under the influence of even 
small amounts of alcohol (as little as 
two glasses of beer) will have increased 
difficulty seeing at night and will be 
slow to respond to a hazardous situation 
such as a pedestrian rushing into the 
street. Studies show a blood-alcohol 
concentration of 0.12 percent reduces 
the distance a pedestrian can be seen 
by a drinking driver about'20 percent. 
This is enough to make the visibility 
distance much less than the stopping 
distance. 

According to the National Safety 
Council, the dangers of mixing alcohal 
with driving are very real. Alcohol is 
responsible for more than 50 percent of 
the traffic fatalities in the U.S., and that 
percentage increases during the holi- 
day season. 


Drugs, too, can interfere with the~ 
visual skills needed for driving by af 
fecting muscular coordination, ‘visual 
acuity, contrast, color and distance 
judgment. Among those drugs are bar- 
bituates, narcotics, tranquilizers, pa- 
tent medicines used to assist or resist 
sleep, antihistamines, or cold tablets 
Even aspirin, when extensively uset 
can adversely affect vision: :

Program in the U of I College of 
Medicine, said substances used to help 
drinkers ‘‘sober up” are either imprac- 
tical or not very effective. 

Stimulants such as amphetamines 
and caffeine will temporarily 
counteract the effects of alcohol in the 
brain, he said. ‘However, when the 
stimulant wears off and alcohol is still 
present in the body, you will become in- 
toxicated again,” he said. “A person 
who is legally intoxicated may need 10 
hours to rid himself of the alcohol in his 
body. Caffeine wears off in an hour or 
two. 

“Drinking coffee, dousing your face 
with cold water or slapping yourself 
may make you feel sober for awhile. 
Then, when you get in your. car and 
drive away, the stimulation wears off 
and you are in trouble,” Tabakoff said. 

Research has found that fructose, a 
form of sugar, will speed the body’s 
metabolism of alcohol. This has worked 


tenth year, is likely to be its last. 

Various combinations are being 
studied by school officials and by the 
general public. Board members say 
they want to evaluate the impact four 
or five years from now of their decision, 
before they vote on it.

Part of the way through the prepara- 
tion of detailed plans and specifica- 
tions, school leaders concluded that a 
high school was needed, in view of 
enrollment patterns and projections. 

The two architectural firms merged 
their planning and a single school, serv- 
ing ninth through twelfth graders, was 
created. 

The campus is “closed,” meaning 
that students are required to remain at 
the school or on its grounds throughout 
the school day. Every high school has

in laboratory experiments with 
animals, but has not been very effective 
in humans, Tabakoff said. 

“Fructose does not make you sober in 
20 minutes. If it normally takes 10 hours. 
to rid yourself of an intoxicating dose of 
alcohol, with fructose it might take 
eight to nine hours, and you need to take 
a large quantity of fructose, up to a cup- 
ful,” the researcher explained, 

Basically, alcohol causes intoxication 
by interacting with the brain cell mem- 
branes. The membranes are important 
for communication between cells in the 
brain. Add alcohol, and the result is a 
general disorganization of brain func- 
tion, Tabakoff said. 

Hangover is actually a form of 
alcohol withdrawal. When you drink for 
several hours, the brain cells begin to 
adapt to the presence of alcohol.

its good and bad points, but officials 
believe many pitfalls were avoided in 
the North concept.

But negatives would far outweigh 
positives, in the opinion of numerous 
parents, who are urging the board to 
keep North open and find cost reduc- 
tions elsewhere. | 

In. letters to board members, Mrs. 
Paula Travis, second vice-president of 
the North Band Parents Association, is 
suggesting that the two high schools re- 
main in use. 

She concedes there is ‘“‘a genuine 
need to cut costs’ and propoes that all 
three junior high schools, Prather, 
Grigsby and Coolidge, be closed after 
the current school year. She would 
place the seventh and eighth graders in 
the elementary schools along with 
kindergarten through sixth graders.

Need mediation, not litigation 


These interesting thoughts come from the judicial system with disputes that could be resolved by 
~ 


other means. 


Leon Skaggs, Granite City 


Milwaukee Journal. 

The nation's clogged courts desperately need relief. 
Can’t more disputes be resolved outside of formal 
judicial channels? Efforts to do so got a welcome boost 
recently from U.S. Chief Justice Warren Burger. 

In a speech to the Institue of Judicial Administration, 
Burger wisely pointed to some areas — such as child- 
custody cases and domestic disputes — in which judges 
néed not be initially involved as a matter of course. The 
chief justice also suggested that some personal injury 

~ and property damage cases could be administratively 
- resolved, as worker compensation cases now are 
handled. 

The point is not to strip citizens of their right to seek 
redress in the courts. However, the costs of litigation 
and of court operation argue against cluttering the 


Citizens, whose cases sometimes creep through the 
courts, might obtain relief in speedier and less costly 
proceedings. The courts would be freed from more 
urgent tasks in both civil and criminal cases. 


Thus, we believe there is a strong case to be made for 
the citizens’ complaint and mediation centers that 
have emerged around the nation in recent years. This 
approach has proved especially effective in resolving 
family, landlord-tenant and small claims disputes. The 
centers use yoluntary procedures, with a neutral third 
party trying to find a mutually satisfactory solution for 
the contending claimants 


The {‘mediation-not-litigation” approach makes 
sense. It deserves Burger’s encouraging words. 


.- Anger over Congressional raises 


Quad-Cityans have reason to be angry. It is difficult 
for’ us. to sympathize with U. S. Representatives who 
voted to increase their pay by more than $9,000 in 1983, 
when. unemployment is at the highest level since the 
Great Depression (hovering around 20 percent locally) 
and government spending already has put an almost 
unbearable weight around the necks of American tax- 
Payers, 

Neither do we buy their story that it is difficult to at-

: The Senate, wisely, decided to forego an increase in 
its members’ pay, deciding instead to allow them to 
earn more for outside speeches and appearances. 


Senators currently earn an average of about $17,626 for 
such apparances. We can’t fault that. At least it is not 
taxpayer money and groups deciding to pay for the ap- 
pearance ofa U.S. Senator are doing so willingly. 

Our concern there is that some of this money is paid 
by outside groups wishing to influence Congress. There 
should be some limit on it 


The House, on the other hand, not only decided to 
ignore the 12 million unemployed Americans, but 
decided to try and avoid their anger by seeing that 
there was not a recorded roll call vote on the pay raise, 
which was tacked onto the big money bill passed and 
signed by President Reagan. 


In defense of the House, members have not had a pay 
increase since 1979 and a 15 percent increase is not out 
of line, but we don’t like the way they went about it. If 
Representatives felt they were justified is seeking a 
pay increase, they should have stood up to be counted 


Overly rigid law still haunts us 


With less industrial activity occurring here, one 
might conclude that the air we breathe is becoming 
more tolerable. Not so, says the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency, which has named Madison County 
as one of 472 counties in 44 states failing to comply with 
desired standards. 

Illinois officials say only 13 of the 102 counties in this 
state, not 20, ought to. be listed; information in the 
federal report is said to be outdated 

But Madison and St. Clair counties are on both the 
federal and state EPA lists for failing to adequately 
reduce particulates—tiny dust or debris particles that 
cause “‘smog."” 


The federal Clean Air Act requires all of the nation’s 
3,000 counties to establish and enforce tight controls on 
industrial air pollution by Friday. Areas that fail to do 
so could lose federal highway money as well as grants 
for cleaning up sewage and the air. A new Mississippi 
River bridge at Alton is one of the pending projects 
which could be affeced. 


The U.S. EPA also could impose a construction ban 
on facilities that emit certain kinds of air pollutants. 
Categories studied by Uncle Sam include particulates, 
sulfur dioxide, carbon monoxide, ozone and nitrogen 
dioxide. 

One of the disappointing elements of potential 
federal crackdowns is the continued emphasis on auto 
exhaust testing, even though such programs have been 
found to be costly, ineffective, counterproductive and 
even corrupt in many cities 

Sanctions for non-compliance will not be immediate, 
and we earnestly encourage federal legislators to take 
a new look at unwise, overly rigid specifications and 
“solutions” in the air law. 

Rigidity makes no sense at all where it blocks new 
air improvement projects and where jt;delays highway 
projects that can ease traffic congé@stf@n and related 
emissions. Even the federal EPA administrator views 
some of the sanctions as “‘an unhealthy, regressive 
step” ill-attuned to the supposed goal of making the air 
cleaner and healthier.

Beginning January third the price of the Press-

at three cents. The carrier thus made a profit of two 
cents on each copy he sold but he delivered copies to 


subscribers who had paid in advance without any com- 
pensation on such copies. 

When the reduction in price from three cents to two 
cents was announced, it may sound odd but the fact is, 
that the circulation did not increase. One would 
naturally think that more newspapers would be sold at 
two cents than at three cents but such did not prove to 
be the case.,

December 30, 1957

Jobless benefits top pay of some - 


To the Editor: 

Recently I suggested that 
high unemployment and 
welfare benefits have made 
joblessness an increasingly 
attractive alternative for 
many Americans. 

This argument prompted 
many reactions, most of 
them favorable. But I was 
‘roundly criticized in some 
quarters for claiming, ac- 
cording to the critics, that 
we have high unemployment 
today because the 
unemployed simply prefer 
not to work. 

First, let's be clear about 
what I did and did not say. I 
did not say that the vast ma- 
jority of jobless Americans 
have chosen this condition. 

There is no question that 
most desperately want to 
work. 

I did say, however, that 
double-digit unemployment 
is caused by many factors, 
including the recession; ex- 
cessive taxes and regula- 
tions that have strangled 
business activity; 
unreasonable wage demands 
which have helped price 
many of our products out of 
world markets; and finally, 
the fact that in recent years 
we have pushed unemploy- 
ment and welfare beneift 
levels so high that 
joblessness has become a 
preferable and, in some 
cases, a more profitable 
alternative to work. 

As evidence of this, con- 
sider the example of a 
typical Florida family of 

_ four with a weekly income of

$250. I am_grateful to the 
Florida Farm Bureau 
Federation for providing me 
with this information. 

If the wage earner in this 
case were laid off from his 
job, he and his family would 
receive the following mon- 
thly income and benefis: 

Unemployment compensa- 
tion, $537.50. 

Food stamps, $151.75. 

Housing and_ utilities 
assistance, $333.35. 

School breakfasts and lun- 
ches, $70.40. 

Energy assistance, $50.00. 

Total unemployed monthly 
income, $1,143. 

In other words, this 
worker while unemployed 
receives a tax free monthly 
income that is actually 
greater, six percent greater, 
than his his salary on the job. 

Moreover, his jobless in- 
come and benefits are tax- 
free, while the salary is not. 
This makes the ‘‘unemploy- 
ment premium” that much 
greater. 

In fact, once taxes are 
taken into account, this $250 
per week worker would have 
to find a job with a weekly 
gross pay of $312 in order to 
match in take-home pay 
what he gets by being 
unemployed. 

In relating this example I 
am not passing judgment on 
whether current unemploy- 
ment benefits are too high or 
too low in terms of what it 
takes to provide for a family 
of four. 

But simple common sense 
about human motivation

A resident of Tank Town's 
Lakeview Drive area called 
the Press-Record Tuesday 
and described the run- 
around she had received 
from various offices while 
attempting to have a deer 
carcass and other parts of 
the dead animal removed 
from her front yard 
;Some time later, the 
woman noticed the deer car- 
cass had disappeared and, 
soon after that, a Chouteau 
Township truck came to the 
house to pick up the remains. 

The resident and her hus- 
band found the large deer 
hide, with two le; ittached 
to the carcass, in the front 
yard. Part of another leg and 
hoof was near the front 
porch. 

Initially, the homeowner 
called the county humane of- 
ficer, who reported his office 
was unable to pick up the 
carcass. 

She next called Nameoki 
Township, which declined to 
help, referring her to an Ed- 
wardsville phone number, 
where the person answering 
the phone suggested the 
homeowner pick up the car- 
cass and bury it. 

Next, she called the 
Chouteau Township office 
and was advised they 
couldn’t pick up the dead 
animal. Pontoon Beach 
police suggested she contact 
the area game warden and 
provided a number. No one 
answered the number when 
called by the woman and 
later by a Press-Record 
reporter. 

The reporter also called 
the Edwardsville number

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provided by Nameoki 
Township, which turned out 
to be the Madison County 
Rabies Control Department 

A spokesman at the office 
said the department is not 
equipped to pick up dead 
animals, neither deer nor 
dogs, as they do not have the 
facilities. Again, it was 
stated the responsibility for 
disposing of dead animals 
lies with the township in 
which the property is 
located. 

“Tam so disgusted. It 
seems like everyone is pass- 
ing the buck,” the woman 
told the Press-Record. 

“Here we pay these people 
to do these jobs and then 
they expect you to do it 
yourself,” she said. “I just 
don’t believe it,”’ she added. 

Soon after calling the 
Press-Record, and with 
great misgivings, the 
woman and her husband 
decided they'd better don 


gloves and old clothes and 
dispose of the carcass 
themselves. 

They looked in the yard 
and then all around the pro- 
perty, but the carcass had 
mysteriously disappeared. 
One leg, however, remained 
near the porch. 

A few moments later, a 
Chouteau Township vehicle 
drove up to the house and the 
driver said he had come to 
haul the dead animal away. 

The woman described the 
unexplained disappearance 
of the carcass and the 
township employee picked 
up the last remaining part of 
the animal and took it away. 

“The truck driver told us 
to call anytime we find a 
dead animal and they’ll take 
it away,” the resident said. 

There was no explanation 
why the township office had 
declined to help when she 
first called, the woman said.

Chrysler’s vice-chairman 
said the company already is 
well under way with new 
tooling and other equipment 
projects for the G-24 at 
Chrysler stamping, power 
train and diversified opera- 
tion plants throughout the 
country.

Granite City Mayor Paul

New tax will expedite Clark 
Bridge, rail yard relocation 


As a result of the highway 
bill passed by the U.S. House 
and Senate, Illinois will gain 
more federal transportation 
funding than ever. 

Under the nickel-a-gallon 
tax increase package, Il- 
linois will receive an addi- 
tional $1.2 billion to $1.6 
billion in highway, bridge 
and transit funding over the 
next four years, Sen. Charles 
H. Percy is emphasizing. 


“It’s time our transporta- 
tion dollars were brought 
home for the construction 
and repair of highways and 
bridges in Mlinois,” Percy 
says. 


“Now for every dollar ot 
federal highway taxes raised 
in Illinois, $1.43 will be 
returned to the state in 
federal highway im- 
provements.” 


Of the $1.2 billion to $1.6 
billion in addiional federal 
funding for Illinois, $800 
million to $1.2 billion will be 
targeted for highway and 
bridge construction and 
repair, and $400 million will 
be used for transit opera- 
tions and transit capital im- 
provements. 

Transit capital 
ready for immediate 
plementation include: 

—$26 million for Burl- 
ington Northern rail ter- 
minal construction. 

—$10 million for Nor-

Role of video games 
in child development 


If your child received a 
video game for Christmas, it 
can have an important 
positive impact on his 
development nd education, 
; Said a child psychologist at, 
‘ the University of Illinois at 
Chicago. 

However, if parents do not 
monitor the amount of time 
and energy expended on the 
games, their overuse could 
hamper healthy growth of a 
child’s sense of identity and 
self-worth and the ability of 
the child’ to communicate 
and work with others, warn- 
ed Mary E. Reeves, Ed.D. 

Dr. Reeves is associate 
professor and assistant 
director of the Office of In- 
stitutional Research Plann- 
ing and Development in the 
University of Iinois College 
of Nursing. 

“Video games are more 
than a fad; they are part of 
the computer revolution, 
which is the trend of the 
future in all aspects of socie- 
ty, including schools and 
business,” she said. 

“Those growing up today 
who do not learn something 
about computers and their 
usage will fall hoeplessly 
behind. 

“Playing video games 
helps a child somewhat 
familiar ‘with computer 
technology so that he is not 
hesitant or afraid when he 
sees and must use com- 
puters in school. 

“In addition, video games 
develop eye-hand coordina- 
tion, speed a child’s 
responses and reflexes, im- 


prove the sense of timing, : 


and teach the healthiest 
form of competition — com- 
petition with oneself. 

“When competing with 
yourself, you work to im- 
prove your own performance 
and abilities rather than just 
trying to surpass someone 
else. In this way, you 
enhance your self-assurance 
and feelings of personal 
worth.” 

As with other games and 
activities, though, too much 
of a good thing can be 
detrimental. That is why she 
suggests that parents set 
“reasonable limits’ on the 
amount of time children 
‘spend ‘“‘zapping the in- 
vaders” or playing other 
video games. 

“A child ean try so long 
and hard to beat the machine 
that he becomes tense and 
stressed,” she said. 

“You can learn eye-hand 
coordination for only so long. 

“If the child ties up all his 
interests and energies in the 
machine, then he has 
, eliminated a critical element 
in his development — com- 
munication and interaction 
with other people. 

“The skills a child learns 
while, playing pave the way 
for his later success in the 
world as an adult. 

‘An important part of that 
success hinges on the ability 
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of the child to share ideas 
and cooperate with other in- 
dividuals. 

“Communication has a 
major role in development of 
a person’s sense of indentity 
and value as an individual 
Such development begins at 
infancy. 

“A baby learns to use his 
hands as he tugs and pulls at 
his sock until it comes off his 
foot,’ she related. ‘‘He coos 
and giggles not only because 
of what he has accomplished 
but. because he wants others 
to come and see what he has 
done. 

“The same kind of com- 
munication occurs during 
other activities such as lear- 
ning how to walk 

“The parent calls, ‘Come 
to Mommy; just two more 
steps,’ and the baby puts his 
foot forward and laughs, pro 
ud of what he is doing. 

“There's a tremendous 
amount of encouragement 
going on in this learning pro- 
cess. Communication is 
critical to the child's 
growing-up experiences.”’ 

Dr. Reeves also stressed 
that children who spend an 
inordinate amount of time 
playing video games at ar- 
ecades or other 
establishments can waste 
money that might be better 
spent elsewhere. 

“Just. pumping quarters 
into a machine does not 
teach the child more con- 
structive uses of money,” 
she said. ‘The quarter that 
goes into the mahcine is 
gone. 

“However, if the same 
quarter is invested in sports 
equipment, for example, the 
child has something he and 
his friends can play with 
time and again 

“For parents trying to 
decide what types of video 
games would best serve 
their childrn, we recom- 
mend those that provide 
several learning experineces 
at one time 

“A baseball video game 
has been marketed that not 
only developed the eye-hand 
coordination and the timing, 
but also taught the child 
something about baseball — 
how the sport is played and 
what the roles of the batter, 
pitcher and other team 
members are,"’ she said. 

“A game like this is much 
more advantageous than one 
involving mere button- 
pressing to eliminate in- 
vaders. 

“Video and computer 
games that teach foreign 
languages and others that 
help children to learn and 
spell words in English are 
also on the market.”

Gypsy moth 
vs. forests 


The gypsy moth is called 
one of the great new plagues 
of modern times. Its larvae 
attack. and defoliate huge 
tracts of deciduous forests in 
the northeastern U.S. and 
Canada. And it’s spreading. 

Human attempts to control 
the pest, however, have been 
‘eolored by fear and political 
“pressures, says an Illinois 

” “forest entomologist. 

Barbara Weber, of the 
‘U.S. Department of 
-Agriculture’s U.S. Forest 
‘Service laboratory in Car- 
-bondale, also an adjunct 
‘assistant professor of 
cforestry in the SIUC School 
-of Agriculture, notes that 
‘mass chemical sprayings to 
“control the gypsy moth may 
ignore. some actual benefits 
of the insects infestations — 
and threaten the environ- 
ment with long-term 
damage. 

“The gypsy moth is a 
messy insect and there are 
great political pressures in 
some areas to- stop what 
looks like devastation of a 
forest,’’ she relates. 

“It sometimes isn't 
recognized that the moths 
often kill trees in poor condi- 
tion, trees that would have 
died anyway. In some in- 
stances, these dead trees 
benefit wildlife that can nest 
in them. « 

The gypsy moth —. as do 
many: defoliators — also 
speeds up the rate of nutrient 
recycling in a forest through 
its droppings. It also ac- 
celerates the natural process 
of forest succession. 

- “Gypsy moths are a threat 


~ «mostiy to oak forests. The 


moth steers clear of many 
other types of trees. 

“I advocate an integrated 
pest management system 
for controlling gypsy moths. 
Such a system would com- 
bine biological, cultural and 
other factors in a 
widespread war against the 
moth. : 

“For instance, switching 
the-moth’s preferences from 
oak and maple to other 
species of trees could help 
control thé spread of the 
moth. Viral diseases and 
predators also could be en- 
couraged. 

. “Integrated pest manage- 
ment systems are coming in- 
to’ use on many smaller, 
well-managed plots, such as 
those of the valuable black 
walnut. But much research 
is needed to refine our 
knowledge of how insects in- 
teract with forest tree 
species.” * 


Member Helen Hawkins, 
many residents in the 
township are complaining 
about inadequate drainage 
and questionable zoning 
practices which allow the 
construction of buildings on 
natural drainage sites. “If 
someone wants to build on a 
natural drainage site and 
they: are told by Madison 
County that they canrfot do 
it, they just find another way 
to get zoning rights. It’s all 
part of a game and Nameoki 
‘Township residents are suf- 
fering because of it,” Mrs. 
Hawkins stated. “Someone 
needs to see what’s being 
done here and put a stop to 
it,” she added. 

Board members also 
heard about an agreement 
with the Metro-East Transit 
District, which provides the 
township with $16,925 to 
operate the township’s 
senior citizen’s van, Ac- 
cording to Supervisor 
Briggs, the money is a 
“windfall” and comes as the 
result of the quarter-cent 
sales tax, which was intend- 
ed for use by Bi-State. ‘‘We 


received this grant because 
the tax brought in more 
money than was expected,” 
Briggs said. 

Briggs indicated that, 
although he had submitted a 


budget request for $23,000, 
he was happy to have the 
lesser amount. “We have 
previously used revenue 
sharing money to operate 
the van. This grant frees up 
that money for other 
things,” he said. 

Briggs reported that 68 
Christmas baskets contain 
ing turkeys, canned goods, 
vegetables and assorted 
staple were distributed by 


township officials to the 
needy, but he was aware of 
many requsts for more. “We 
spent approximately $1,000 
on the baskets and we just 
didn’t have money for any 
more,” he said. ‘‘I wish that 
we could have handed out 
more, but it was impossi- 
ble,” he added.

If you are planning to 
enter the 1983 Beef Premiere 
at the Illinois State Fair, you 
must have your steers 
weighed and tattooed on or 
between Jan. 1 and March 1, 
1983 to be eligible. Also, all 
animals must be castrated 
before tattooing. The 
number of steers each ex- 
hibitor can nominate has 
been increased to 10. 

Also, 4-H’ers who show 
steers in the live steer show 
must have their animals 
weighed and tattooed bet- 
ween Jan. 1 and March 1, 
1983. A minimum of 2.2 
pounds per day will be re- 
quired to show in the live 
steer show. So, if your going 
to show a steer in the live 
steer show on the beef 
premiere, be sure and con- 
tact the Extension office at 1- 
656-8400 between Jan. 1 and 
March 1, 1983, to have your 
steer weighed and tattooed.

The apparently successful 
operation that 1-year old 
Jamie Fiske of Bridgewater, 
Mass., underwent for a liver 
transplant lends hope to the 
family of 6-month old Amy 
Lynn Hardin of Cahokia who 
suffers from the same illness 
and will have to have a liver 
transplant to survive. 

After learning about the 
liver transplant surgery for 
the Fiske child, Robin and 
David Hardin contacted 
their doctors in St. Louis, 
who had not recommended a 
transplant, because such 
transplants on children are 
experimental, they said. 

The tiny girl suffers from 
biliary atresia, the same 
rare liver condition that 
threatened Jamie Fiske’s 
life. According to medical 
sources, the body’s bile, 
which helps to digest food, is 
draining directly into her 
liver, instead of into her gall 
bladder. Her liver has been 
damaged beyond repair, the 
doctors at St. Louis 
Children’s Hospital said. 

Amy has undergone two 
operations which were not 
successful and was treated 
at the Minnesota University 


Hospital just before 
Christmas, but doctor§ have 
said she may not liv> Beyond 
her first birthday without a 
liver transplant. 

With the great emotional 
strain relative to the life of 
their daughter, Mr. and Mrs. 
Hardin also must face the 
financial problem of the life- 
saving surgery. 

The family must have at 
least $250,000 up-front before 
doctors and hospital ad- 
ministrators will talk) about 
a transplant. Then there is 
the difficulty in finding a 
donor of Amy’s size and 
tissue type, if she is deemed 
a suitable candidate. 

A trust fund was establish- 
ed Nov. 20 at the Dupo State 
Savings Bank, Dupo, Ill., for 
Amy Lynn Hardin for possi- 
ble liver transplant, ex- 
isiting hospital and medical 
bills and future bills concer- 
ning a liver transplant. 

If, for some reason, the 
funds are not used for this 
reason, the remaining funds 
will go to Pittsburgh 
Childrens Hospital, Pitt- 
sburgh, Pa., for anything 
concerning liver transplant, 
the bank officers explained.

How to cope with those holiday bills

your budget and decide on a

Despite the ‘most earnest 
‘plans made before the 
holidays, bills tend to slip up 
on just about everybody this 
time of year. But careful 
planning now and a good 
look at your budget may of-

paying anxieties. 

Keeping a sense of 
perspective is important 
“when looking at such bills 
“+ and your budget. Your 
» Christmas bills are only one 


expense you'll have to meet’ 


’ in the next month or months. 
If you sit down and pay off 
all your Christmas bills at 

» once, you may not have 
enough money left to pay all 
of your other bills. 

The best way to begin to 
decide on your bill-paying 
strategy is to first determine 
the total amount of holiday 
expenses. Then, take a look 
at your other fixed expenses, 
such as rent, utilities and 
transportation.

At party time, what you think may be 
more intoxicating than what you drink 


Drinkers who expect to get 
high and lose their inhibi- 
tions at holiday parties may 
do so without drinking a drop 
of alcohol. They may only 
need to believe they are 
drinking alcohol and expect 
it to produce these effects, 
psychological research sug- 
gests 

“Whatever a person feels 
when he or she takes a drink 
is a combination of physical 
effects and psychological 
beliefs about alcohol,”’ says 
psychologist Barry R 
Burkhardt, Ph.D., of Auburn 
University (Auburn, 
Alabama). 

“If you take a drink expec- 
ting to feel high and silly, 
you are going to feel that 
way, even if there is little or 
no alcohol in your glass.”” 

Dr. Burkhardt’s research 
also suggests that society's 
expectancies about drinkers 
play a critical role in drink- 
ing behavior. 

Drinking gives people a 
“time out” from society's 
limits and rules of good 
behavior, Dr. Burkhardt 
believes. 

This allows people to be 
less inhibited, more 
hedonistic, and more exhibi- 
tionistic than they would or- 
dinarily be, he says; society 
seems to sanction this 
loophole in its moral code. 

“We have come to expect 
that people will sometimes 
do things under the influence 
of alcohol that they would 
never do otherwise,” he 
says. “And people may take 
advantage of this opportuni- 
ty to act aggressively or sh- 
ed sexual inhibitions in ways 
that would normaly be less 
acceptable. 

“People’s expectancy con- 
cerning effects they will ex- 
perience from use of alcohol 
is a major field of research 
by psychologists. 

“Such research has impor- 
tant potential impact on 
America’s 10 million pro- 
blem drinkers whose alcohol 
dependence may be closely 
related to their alcohol ex- 
pectancies. 

“In addition to the pro- 
blem drinkers, about two- 
thirds of all Americans may 
be considered social 
drinkers who use alcohol 
more moderately and less 
frequently and whose lives 
are less affected by its use.”” 

Research suggests that 
American children and 
adolescents who have very 
little or no drinking ex- 


perience fenerally do have 
Geil developed expectations 


about the pleasurable effects 
of alcohol and its ability to 
increase power, relieve ten- 
sion and transform their ex- 
periences.

Young people apparently 
acquire these attitudes from 
family, peers, and the 
media, and by observing 
drinkers. As the young peo- 
ple themselves begin to 
drink their beliefs crystallize 
into the feelings they ex- 

- perience while drinking, he 
says. 

Wayne State psychologists 
Bruce A. Christiansen, Mark 
S. Goldman and Andres Inn 
studied 1,580 children and 
youths in three separate age 
groups from 12 to 19, focus- 
ing on the transition period 
from non-drinking to adult 
drinking practices. 

Their findings suggest that 
childhood notions about 
alcohol actually influence 
the extent to which young 
people drink and the effect 
that drink has on them. 

This research further sug- 
gests that efforts to prevent 
problem drinking should 
start by modifying the 
alcohol expectations of 
adolescents. 

Laboratory experiments 
conducted by G. Alan 
Marlatt, clinical 
psychologist at the Universi- 
ty of Washington who studies 
and treats addiction pro- 
blems, indicate that expecta- 
tions may be more impor- 
tant than body chemistry ef- 
fects in alcohol-related ag- 


gressive behavior and lower- 
ing of inhibitions. 

Men became more ag- 
gressive in laboratory 
research situations when 
they were drinking only 
tonic water but believed that 
it contained. vodka. They 
became less aggressive 
when they thought they were 
drinking only tonic water but 
were actually drinking 
vodka and tonic. 

The men in Dr. Marlatt's 
research studies also 
became more aroused when 
they believed they were 
drinking the real thing, even 
when they were not. The ef- 
fect was strongest on men 
who previously were rated 
as demonstrating high levels 
of sexual guilt. 

Similar research by 
psychologists Alan Lang, 
Ph.D., of Florida State 
University also indicates 
that alcohol’s effect on body 
chemistry matters less than 
what the drinker expects it 
to do, whether consciously or 
unconsciously. 

Writing in the American 
Psychological Association’s 
Journal of Abnormal 
Psychology, Dr. Lang said, 


“The effects of drinking on 
socially relevant behaviors 


in men may be largely a 
function of expectancy 
rather than physiology.”’ 


Governor wielding ' 
his scalpel, or axe 


Governor James R. 
Thompson announced * last 
week he has completed his 
preliminary review of state 
spending and has identified 
$159 million in cuts for the 
1982-83 fiscal year. 

These cuts are across the 
board for education and 
agencies under the governor 
and average two percent, he 
said. Another $5 million in 
cuts is under the control of 
the General Assembly, the 
judicial branch and other 
constitutional officers. 

Friends see his cutting as 
precise, using a ‘“‘scapel’’; 
critics contend an axe is be- 
ing wielded. They note that 
two percent yearly school 
cuts applied to a half year 
amount to four percent. 

“These spending cuts will 
go a long way to help us live 
within our means during the 
current fiscal year ending in 
June,’ Thompson said. 

Earlier this month, 
legislators gave him tem- 
porary power to make 
budget reductions to meet 
revenue shortfalls that have 
occurred in IHinois. 


The General Assembly 
also approved a one-time ac- 
celeration of revenues paid 
the state by utility com- 
panies, totaling about $34 
million. However, the 
legislature declined to ap- 
prove an increase in the li- 
quor tax that would have in- 
creased revenue by $12 
million in the curent fiscal 
year. 


“In comparison with other 
states, Illinois’ deficiency is 
relatively small,” the gover- 
nor asserted. ‘‘Arizona, for 
example, has a shortfall in 
revenue equal to that in I- 
linois although its budget 
base is much smaller. 

“Also, Indiana had a 
revenue shortfall of $470 
million. That neighboring 
state faced a .fiscal 1983 
deficit of $452 million before 
recently increasing taxes. 

-“New York faces a budget 
deficit in the current fiscal 
year of $579 million.’” 

The governor said the next 
step here is to meet with in- 
terested groups and explain 
to them his preliminary deci- 
sions on where the budget 
will be cut. Those meetings 
are scheduled to be held this 
week. 

“Cuts must be made,” 
‘Thompson said, ‘‘and I want 
to listen to those organiza- 
tions interested in these pro- 
grams and let them tell me 
where they would prefer the 
cuts be made. 

“To the maximum extent 
possible, I will take into ac- 
count their recommenda- 
tions in making my final 
decisions. 

“No detailed information 
about the cuts will be releas- 
ed until after I have fulfilled 
my promise to talk to the in- 
terest groups. 

“‘We will meet the 
statutory deadline of Jan. 10 
to certify all cuts to the com- 
proller and to the leadership 
of the General Assembly.”” 


VA research centers on 
delayed stress disorder 


Delayed stress disorder, 
which has been called one of 
the most serious readjust- 
ment problems for some 
veterans who served in Viet- 
nam, has a high priority in 
Veterans Administration 
medical research, according 
to a recent VA report to Con- 
gress. 

There are numerous ongo- 
ing, investigator-intiatea 
programs addressing the 
subject, with the ultimate 
goal of improving diagnosis, 
prevention and treatment of 
delayed stress disorders in 
the affected veterans, the 
report said. 

Among the research pro- 
jects underway are: 

- —A psychiatric and tox- 
icological study of young 
suicides at the San Diego, 
Calif., VA Medical Center. 

‘At the Cigcinnati, Ohio, 
VA Medical Center a study 
of dream anxiety attacks 
and night terrors is being 
conducted. 

—A psychological study of 
nightmare sufferers is 
underway at the Boston VA 
outpatient clinic. 

—A study of delayed stress 
disorders in Hispanic Viet- 
nam veterans is ongoing at 
the Los Angeles (Brent- 
wood) VA Medical Center. 

—At the Dallas VA 
Medical Center there’s ongo- 
ing research into adjustment 
differences among male 
substance abusers and vary- 
ing in degree of combat ex- 
perience in Vietnam. 

A_ separate cooperative 

study of Vietnam veterans 


who received head injuries 
in the conflict is underway at 
the U.S. Army’s Walter Reed 
Medical Centér in 
Washington, D.C. This study 
of veterans will provide ex- 
tensive evaluation of the 
functional consequences of 
different types of head in- 
juries in order to improve 
the treatment and readjust- 
ment of Vietnam vets with 
disabling head injuries.
